A certain amount of puthos attaches to 

one eection of the party, which came from 
Ireland to juia tho pilgrimage. Tt consists 
of a father, © mother, and a little five-year 
old daughter. The litrle girl was stricken, 
no the story ges, with what come medical 
men conaidernd to be an incurable malady; 
but prayers to "Our Tady of Lourdes” 
resulted in « complete cure. The parenta, 
who can ill ufford the journey, are so over 
joged at this, that they era, at their owo 
expense, Lravolling to Lourdea to return 
thanke for the little one's recovery. 
. Lourdes is-a little Frepeh town that bas 
vrown wp around what wag originally o 
Roman castellum, and subsequently 
foudal castle, pictureaquely situsted op 
the summit of a bare, soraped rock. Noar 
tho town are marble quarries employing 
over six hundred workpeople, and forty 
alate quarries give ocoupation to three 
huudre. more.

PRICE OF sILVER 
Reasons for the Rise. 
It is of intercat saya the Sydney Morning 

Heratd, to review the causes that have 
operated in the direction of hardaning silver 
yaloas, There is no doubt that tho cours 
of eventa since 1902, therefore, has neg 
atived the bolief, then gonerally held, thar 
silver would continue to decline in gold 
value. The supply bad been for many 
yeara nearly constant, and had excosded 
the demand at tho old prices. The German 
Imperial Government eold st one tima large 
amounts of silver, and atill retained enough 
to execute all ita eabsidary coinage down to 
a recent date; The Government of the 
United States nlso not only auapended in 
1893 regular purchases of sivor, but availed 
itself of an necumulated stock of metal for 
its subsidiary coinage, whilo the Govern- 
ments of the Latin, Union, ia providing for 
new subsidiary coinage, coined up their 
existing 5 franc pieces, ‘Thus these Gor 
arnmenta withdrew from the silver market, 
and the chief vutlets remaining for the 
metal were found in India and the Orie. 
Wish the oxhaustion or reduction of those 
old stocks occurred a considerable change 
in the demand for silver, Ajt the Govern- 
mente which had boen using thoir old silvor 
have appeared in the market, or will avon 
appear, a8 purchasers of bullion. The war 
botween Russia and Japan called for large 
amounts of silver in Manchuria, and while 
this demand wan in a aense tem porary, the 
silvor absorbed there seems to be finding 
its way into circulation in different: parte 
of Chinn and the East, inttesd of 
returning upon the ballion market, 
The Government of British India, more- 
over, has continuously msde large pur- 
chases of silvar since the autumn of 
1993, and indicated to tho Commission 
on International Exchange in 1904 that 
these purchases woro being mado with com- 
parative regularity. Sti moro recently, » 
fund, known as tho “ Special Tngot 
Reserva," haa been accumulated in London 
by the Indian Government, with thaavewed 
purposo of boing prepared to meot coinage 
demands in India promptly when they 
arose. Tholsat Indian fioancial statement 
atates that oxperience has shown that tho - 
amount of thia reserve ‘originally fixed 
was not largo'enough, and it has bean decid- 
‘ed that ita stnount shal! be doubled.” The 
doption of thia policy in India hes been a- 
natural reault of the great expansion of the 
crop-ebipping ares by the extension of the 
railway notwork, and there aro at prosont 
no'indiostiona pf seessation of the demand 
for the whit metalin Indin. ‘The United 
Btatea Governinent has also conic into tho 
market, and is making rogulsr weekly 
purchaaes.
